A NEW SPORT. 


liaciug miniature yachts is becoming a 


avorite amusement in sporting circles. A 
argo boatbouso liaa been built on tbo lako 
u Prospect Park, Brooklyn, for tbe yachts, 
ud its floors and shelves aro lull of them, 
'bo largo ones, or "Dral-class" yacbla, prin- 
ipatly schooners, are aboul five feet long. 
Some are built, but most of them nro carved 
int of solid blocks, aud, of course, carefully 
lollowed. Tho keels aro solid lead, and 
weigh from Iwenly lo fifly pounds. Many 
if theso models aro exceedingly beautiful, 
highly finished, tbe cost in EOIUO cases 
caching $100 to $:,00. 


But tbe most costly of these little crall 


ire not kepi in tho boalhouse. They aro 
jrougbt lo Iho lake on racing daya from tho 
iomcE of their owners, sorno of Ihern being 
akeu to tho lalo in handcarts, or in canvns 
lags, like gauibcocks, and then rigged for 
he contest iu front of tbo boathouso. By 
be melhods now in uso it takes about five 
minutes to rig one of theso racers, and this 
ncludes putting iu masts and bowsprit, 
arranging spars, slays, halyards and anils. 
When the struggle is over, all Ihe rigging is 
removed iu about Ibo eauie length of time 
bat it takes to put it up. Tho masta

"mast cups," 'Tbeso cups ara made of 
jrass, and screwed down upon tho deck, and 
tho masts are undo to fit into them like 
candles inlo oaudlesticka. Then, as all Iho 
stays are simply booked on, tho setting up 
or taking down of tho rigging ia merely n 
matter of fastening or undoing a few hooks, 
aud putting in or pulling ont tbo masts nnd 
boa-sprit. Tbo rigging when thus removed 
ia as easily carried as a folded umbrella or a 
disjointed fishing rod. Tho speed of these 
boats ia marvellous. When lying down lo 
their work tboy aro able lo hurry np, some- 
times lo gel away from a skilful oarsman iu 
a rowboat. 


At first thero was considerable difficulty 


found in keeping tbe lilllo crnft on one 
course, but this haa been overcome by in- 
genious yet simrls coutrivances. Ono of 
Iheso is to placo'a piece of wiro on tbo tiller 
with a weight attached, so tbat when the 
boot careens, tbo weight, naturally falling 
upon the lower side, brings (be liller with 
it. Tho rudder, turned bylhia means.kecps 
tho boat off, preventing thai constant run- 
ning up into tho wind, which was the old 
fault. In this way tbo host lakes all Ibo 
kncck-downa she gels and keeps her course 
Ihrougb tbem all. The ballast being tbo 
keel proper, it is impossible for her to cap- 
size. In fact, any ono of these lltllo boats 
can bs held in tho water keel uppermost, 
with masta and sails under, nnd.when re- 
leased »ho will immediately right herself 
and go about her business. 


A still mqro simple and favorite way to 


keep the yachts on Ihcir course is tbe trim- 
ming of Ihe sails' wilb elaalio "shoots." 
Theso sheets aro mado of rubber, and fired 
at ft proper l«nglb for a moderate breo/e.acd 
when a strong puff of wind comes, Iho elas- 
tic, yielding lo tho increased pressure, 
itrctchea out and cases tlie little craft, jusi 
as if R crew were on board to toad the sheets 
and look out for squalls. l!y Ibis means 
quite A number of yachts can be raced to 
gether at one time, all keeping the same 
course and making n very pretty sight.
